Such an interpretation would certainly not correspond with 
the realities of war. Tor instance, under it, an army retiring before 
a stronger hostile force, in order to fight on more favourable ground, 
or in order to make juncture,' before offering battle, with reserve or 
allied units coming to its support, such an army would have, as soon 
as its rear guard came under attack, however slight, to stand and 
offer battle immediately, A general vi th such a weird concept of 
strategy would not be a general longs he would hav r no array left to 
command, anythime that his forces came anywhere close to' a superior 
force. 

However, as a game, this variant might well he worth a. try 
to see how it works. It is certainly a much more fundamental- variant 
than those played on variant maps and the like. ~j< v mcc) + ))
